Washington—(CPA)— To appraise 


the first year of a presidential ad- 
ministration is like trying to tell 
what will happen in the ninth in- 
ning when the first inning has been 
scoreless. 
Tet the first year of Herbert Hoo- 


ver's term as president of the Unit- 
ed States is unlike that of. any other 
chieC executive's in a quarter of 
a. century. Most presidents have tried 
to. get a running start—have sought 
to lot their first few months be an 
index of their policies and purpos- 
es.Mr. Hoover has preferred a slow 
start—th<j kind that endeavors to 
gather power and sti-ength as the 
race goes on. Forces bigger than a 
j?inglo individual and forces inherit- 
ed from preceding years have pro- 
duced a resistance which Mr. Hoo- 
ver has not overcome. 


Talks with members of congress 


would seem to indicate that If they 
were to be quoted 
publicly 
they 


would divide on partisan linos. 1'ri- 
vately some of them who face re- 
election do not know whether 
to 


make their campaigns on the "ad- 
ministration record" as is the cus- 
tom in off-year elections or to soft- 
pedal that aspect. This hesitancy is 
in itself • significant. They really do 
not know whether Mr. Hoover has 
grown stronger or 
weaker 
with 


public opinion — they frankly are 
looking for the next few months to 
answer 
their 
queries 
and 
their 


doubts. 


To understand Mr. Hoover's first 


year, it is essential to divide his 
efforts into three separate aspects 
—the political, 
the 
economic and 


lha administrative. 


As a political factor, Mr. Hoover 


has been least effective. His rela- 
tions with congress have been inept. 
"He has not been able to concentrate 
his strength in the senate though he 
holds his own in the hoxise of re- 
presentatives. The senate cleavages 
are, however, not of Mr. Hoover's 
making. He found thorn when he en- 
tered the presidency. He has not dis- 
covered how to assert his influence 
in the upper house effectively. 


DIFFER ON POMCIES 


On the economic side, Mr. Hoover 


lias been as usual unspectacular and 
us usual there is a difference of opin- 
ion as to 1ho wisdom of his policies.

IN DRY CASE 


Smoot Thinks Action Due 


Tonight or Tomorrow— 
Coalition Doubtful 


Washington—UP)—The end of the 


long and rocky load of the Haw-ley- 
Smoot tariff bill was 
believed by 


Senate Republican leaders today to 
be just around the corner. 


Senator Smoot, veteran Republican 


chairman of the finance committee, 
held the optimistic opinion that the 
measure could be brought to final 
disposition tonight 
or 
tomorrow, 


but chieftains of the coalition forces 
of Democrats and Republican in- 
dependents, who have been generally 
successful in reducing the rates ap- 
proved by the house last May, were 
inclined to be a little doubtful. 


Much depended, they said, on the 


length of time spent on attempts 
to overturn previous votes which 
denied a higher sugar tariff and 
rejected proposals 
for levies 
on 


hides, leathers and shoes, now on 
the free list but made dutiable In 
the house measure. 


Smoot looked for the bill to be 


reported, back to the senate today 
from what is known in parlimentary 
terms as "committee of the whole." 
It has been in 
this status 
ever 


since the senate began consideration 
of the measure last September, but 
all actions thus taken are subject 
to a final vote in the senate proper. 


Night sessions, begun last week 


as a means of expediting action, re- 
sulted in an eleven hour day for the 
tariff-weary 
senators 
yesterday. 


Recess at 10 o'clock p. m., however, 
ended a day marked by accomplish 
ment as well as length, including the 
approval of a 7 cents a pound tariff 
on long staple cotton, now on the 
free list, and a duty of 10 per cent 
ad valorem on turpentine and rosin, 
also non-dutiable in .the present law. 


As the final vote neared, specula- 


tion as to how the ballots would be 
cast, increased. 
Many nepvrblican 


regulars, it was felt, would be found 
voting for the measure against their 
personal wishes because of the coali- 
tion's success in eliminating scores 
of house increases in rates, cutting 
down dozens of others, and reducing 
in many instances—especially 
in 


the metals schedule—rates in the 
existing law. 
These 
Republicans, 


however, feel that they stand a good 
chance of having many of the rates 
restored in confcience with the house 
and 
for that 
reason 
will 
vote 
"aye."

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UNEMPLOYMENT IN U. S. 
Senator Brookhart would have con- 


gress appropriate $50,000,000 to relieve 
unemployment. He says there are be- 
tween 3,000,000 and 6,000,000 unem- 
ployed persons in this country. It is a 
distressing condition and one that 
ought not to exist. It is a peculiar fact 
that a country so rich and prosperous 
as the United States should be afflict- 
ed with unemployment on an exten- 
sive scale. It does no good to merely 
say that it is the result of economic 
maladjustment. The real question to 
be determined is how to reduce this 
maladjustment 
and to 
rectify 
the 


causes. 


It ought not to be necessary nor 


.Avould it be wise for the United States 
to adopt a policy resembling the dole 
system of England. 
Any 
program 


which merely relieves distress without 
going to the roots of the trouble is 
superficial and tends to create and ac- 
centuate dependence. We have so per- 
fected machine production and raised 
it to such an enormous scale as to easi- 
ly create inflation and over-production, 
with resultant reaction and depression. 
This is without doubt responsible for 
the present temporary recession of in- 
dustry, business and employment. 


There are a number of obvious mea- 


sures that may be taken for the fortifi- 
cation of our economic system and the 
maintenance of a higher average of 
employment. One is to still 
further 


reduce 'immigration,, another is to wid- 
en the'demand^ in foreign markets for 
American goods by wise international 
policy, and still another is by thorough 
and scientific study by industry itself 
of our economic evolution and the 
changes which constantly alter our in- 
dustrial status. The truth is that the 
problem deserves far greater attention 
than it has ever received, and we must 
soon reach the time when it will have 
to be put to capable analysis. We can- 
not go on indefinitely in a haphazard 
development of our resources and in- 
dustry. Recovery of agriculture is but 
one phase of this national project, and 
it extends less perceptibly into all oth- 
er lines. Undoubtedly a great deal 
could be accomplished by the coordi- 
nation of local, state and federal agen- 
cies for the handling of unemployment. 
This congress might bring about by 
appropriate legislation. There is also 
without doubt other legislation that 
congress can enact that will be help- 
ful. Certainly it is a timely subject for 
consideration by the federal 
ment.

THE FARMER AND THE 


GRAIN BOARD 


According to 
Chicago newspapers 


there are indications of a colossal fight 
between private and publicly con- 
trolled interests in the federal govern- 
ment's initial efforts to put its farm re- 
lief measures to practical use. This 
conflict was forecast Avhen the Feder- 
al Farm board announced its intention 
of'utilizing large sums at its disposal 
for assistance to grain cooperatives in 
the storage and marketing of grains. 
Speculators and private grain dealers 
and handlers took exception immedi- 
ately to this action on the ground that 
it was an unfair interference with pri- 
vate initiative and that it would be de- 
structive of extensive vested interests 
in the end. The fluctuation in prices on 
the Chicago Board of Trade since the 
government has gone into the market 
has indicated that forces violently op- 
posed to each other were at work to 
control operations. 
The volume of 


trading has almost touched record pro- 
portions and it seems to resolve itself 
into a contest for control of the na- 
tion's wheat. 


A statement made the other day by 


S. R. McKelvie, grain member of the 
Farm board, in defense of its policies 
that if the board "steps on the toes of 
the grain trade, it will be just too bad," 
is significant. It shows that the board 
is conscious of antagonism which it 
feels stands in the way of its legitimate 
functions and ends. Perhaps the situ- 
ation was to be expected and is un- 
avoidable. The facts are, however, that 
what the Farm board has set out to do 
is inherently right, and is vital to the 
reestablishment of agriculture on a 
sound and prosperous basis. 


Anything which has to do with the 


nation's economy must be resolved 
in the long run on the side of major in- 
terests, and in this case it is clearly 
the interests of the American farmer. 
He is entitled to control over what he 
produces in its handling and market- 
ing, and in order to elevate himself to 
this control, it is necessary that forces 
and interests which stand in the way 
must yield. If there is to be a conflict, 
therefore, between private and govern- 
mental agencies in this great field of 
industry and business it is the former 
which must be displaced. 
What the 


true welfare of the country requires 
must take place. 


The Farm board's entrance into the 


market as a purchaser is construed in 
some quarters as an attempt to over- 
ride the law of supply and demand and 
set a fictitious price on wheat. We do 
not so construe it. If the board is act- 
ing prudently it is taking full cogni- 
zance of world conditions in the prices 
it is willing to pay. The real purpose is 
control of marketing to the best ad- 
vantage. It is to prevent disorderly 
and helpless dumping of grain at 
a 


time when demoralizing results will 
follow. Of course the board's transac- 
tions may result in losses.. It is a 
gamble, but we must not overlook the 
fact that there are good business brains 
on the board and that its judgment 
ought to be as good as that of profes- 
sional speculators, whose sole interest 
in the market is that of a gambler.

unemployment. He says there are be- 
tween 3,000,000 and 6,000,000 
unem- 


ployed persons in this country. It is a 
distressing 
condition and one that 


ought not to exist. It is a peculiar fact 
that a country so rich and prosperous 
as the United States should be afflict- 
ed with unemployment on an 
exten- 


sive scale. It does no good to merely 
say that it is the result of economic 
maladjustment. The real question to 
be determined is how to reduce this 
maladjustment 
and to rectify the 


causes. 


It ought not to be necessary nor 


.would it be wise for the United States 
to adopt a policy resembling the dole 
system of England. 
Any 
program 


which merely relieves distress without 
going to the roots of the trouble is 
superficial and tends to create and ac- 
centuate dependence. We have so per- 
fected machine production and raised 
it to such an enormous scale as to easi- 
ly create inflation and over-production, 
•with resultant reaction and depression. 
This is without doubt responsible for 
the present temporary recession of in- 
dustry, business and employment. 


There are a number of obvious mea- 


sures that may be taken for the fortifi- 
cation of our economic system and the 
maintenance of a higher average of 
employment. 
One is to still 
further 


• reduce'immigration, another is to wid- 
en the-demand" iii foreign markets for 
American goods by wise international 
policy, and still another is by thorough 
and scientific study by industry itself 
of our economic evolution 
and the 


changes which constantly alter our in- 
dustrial status. The truth is that the 
problem deserves far greater attention 
than it has ever received, and we must 
soon reach the time when it will have 
to be put to capable analysis. We can- 
not go on indefinitely in a haphazard 
development of our resources and in- 
dustry. Recovery of agriculture is but 
one phase of this national project, and 
it extends less perceptibly into all oth- 
er lines. Undoubtedly a great 
deal 


could be accomplished by the coordi- 
nation of local, state and federal agen- 
cies for the handling of unemployment. 
This congress might bring about by 
appropriate legislation. There is also 
without doubt other legislation that 
congress can enact that will be help- 
ful. Certainly it is a timely subject for 
consideration by the federal 
ment.

It is enough for the mo- 
ment to note that Spain is going 
through a violent and searching po- 
litical upheaval.

occurred at Madrid when some 4,000 
rioters charged through the .streets in 
a monster republican 
demonstration. 


In one of the city's largest theaters the 
crowd staged a mass meeting in which 
there was a surprising use of 
free 


speech. Ever since the dictatorship 
was set up in 1923 there has been an 
almost absolute suppression of free 
speech and free assemblage. Every ut- 
terance, both verbal and by the press, 
has been severely censored and 
the 


country has lived under political tyr- 
anny. 


When a former premier, who has 


only recently been liberated from pris- 
on for alleged sedition, can with im- 
punity mount the rostrum, denounce 
the-king and dictatorship, and assert 
the right of the people to choose the 
form of government they desire it indi- 
cates a profound and threatening fcr- 
ircnt. 
The monarchy is 
evidently 


hanging by a thread. 


The republican clement in Spain 


holds the king personally responsible 
for the establishment-of the dictator- 
ship and its long duration. It charges

THE FARMER AND THE 


GRAIN BOARD 


According to 
Chicago newspapers 


there are indications of a colossal fight 
between private and publicly con- 
trolled interests in the federal govern- 
ment's initial efforts to put its farm re- 
lief measures to practical 
use. This 


conflict was forecast when the Feder- 
al Farm board announced its intention 
of 'utilizing large sums at its disposal 
for assistance to grain cooperatives in 
the storage and marketing of grains. 
Speculators and private • grain dealers 
and handlers took exception immedi- 
ately to this action on the ground that 
it was an unfair interference with pri- 
vate initiative and that it would be de- 
structive of extensive vested interests 
in the end. The fluctuation in prices on 
the Chicago Board of Trade since the 
government has gone into the market 
has indicated that forces violently op- 
posed to each other Avere at work to 
control operations. 
The volume of 


trading has almost touched record pro- 
portions and it seems to resolve itself 
into a contest for control of the na- 
tion's wheat. 


A statement made the other day by 


S. R. McKelvie, grain member of the 
Farm board, in defense of its policies 
that if the board "steps on the toes of 
the grain trade, it will be just too bad," 
is significant. It shows that the board 
is conscious of antagonism 
which it 


feels stands in the way of its legitimate 
functions and ends. Perhaps the situ- 
ation was to be expected and is un- 
avoidable. The facts are, however, that 
what the Farm board has set out to do 
is inherently right, and is vital to the 
reestablishment of 
agriculture on a 


sound and prosperous basis. 


Anything Avhich has to do with the 


nation's economy must be resolved 
in the long run on the side of major in- 
terests, and in this case it is clearly 
the interests of the American farmer. 
He is entitled to control over what he 
produces in its handling and market- 
ing, and in order to elevate.himself to 
this control, it is necessary that forces 
and interests which stand in the way 
must yield. If there is to be a conflict, 
therefore, between private and govern- 
mental agencies in this great field of 
industry and business it is the former 
which must be displaced. 
What the 


true welfare of the country requires 
must take place. 


The Farm board's entrance into the 


market as a purchaser is construed in 
some quarters as an attempt to over- 
ride the law of supply and demand and 
set a fictitious price on wheat. We do 
not so construe it. If the board is act- 
ing prudently it is taking full cogni- 
zance of world conditions in the prices 
it is willing to pay. The real purpose is 
control of marketing to the best ad- 
vantage. It is to prevent disorderly 
and helpless dumping of grain at 
a 


time when demoralizing results will 
follow. Of course the board's transac- 
tions may result in losses. • It is a 
gamble, but we must not overlook the 
fact that there are good business brains 
on the board and that its judgment 
ought to be as good as that of profes- 
sional speculators, whobc sole interest 
in the market is that of a gambler.

It was a. winter's day, December

MARKET FAILURE 


NOT IMPORTANT 
IN UNEMPLOYMENT: 


Technological Development; 


of Last Five Years Im- 
portant, Teacher Says 


Madisoir—OP)—A .variety of eco- 


nomic factors have led to vast unem- 
ployment in the United States at 
the present time, but the nation's 
technological development of the last 
five years is at least equal In Im- 
portance to- whatever business cycle 
causes enter into the situation, Don 
I). Lescohier, University o£ Wiscon- 
sin economist believes. 


At the outset, 
Prof. 
Lescohie 


brushed aside the theory 
that the 


market failure last October was an 
important factor, pointing' out tha 
indices of unemployment were fail 
ir 
before "\Vall Street turned down 
ward. 


Acute unemployment is nothing 


new, he says. During each of three 
periods of mechanization, the sam 
situation prevailed. 
The first was 


1767 to 1825, the second in. the IS 
and SO's, and the latest from 1916 
to date, or "more especially from 
1923 to date." 


Prof. Lescohier explains that from 


1898 to 1920, money was depreciating 
in value; prices were rising and wag 
es were following them. 


"Between 1918 and 1920 when pric- 


es had reached about their maximum 
levels," he says, '"wages outstripped 
prices in the rapidity of their up- 
ward movement, and then the de- 
pression of 1920, 1921 and 1922 forced 
prices downward more rapidly and 
much farther than wages. 


"With falling prices and relatively 


stable wages, direct labor costs were 
increased and employes generally be- 
gan to inquire whether their costs 
of production would be decreased by 
a more extensive utilization of ma- 
chinery." 


The business man, faced with high 


wages, then turned to the machine 
for economy in production, Dr. Les 
collier says in tracing 
the factor 


leading1 to the present 
unemploy- 


ment situation, employers found that 
machines would cut down the num- 
ber of workers, and in the end be 
more economical. As a result, tech- 
nological advancement was made. 


Prof. Lescohier cited how firms will 


refuse to mechanize xintil the cost 
of labor makes it necessary, although 
machinery might give cheaper pro- 
duction. To improve, he points out, 
an industry is faced with the un- 
pleasant task of setting old employes 
adrift, and unless compelled to do 
so, a business does not. 


Another factor in tho technologi- 


cal advancement which led to unem- 
ployment was the fact that unskilled 
labor had become 
expensive, 
and 


mechanization was necessary to re- 
place these high costs. 


The consumer today, Prof. Lescohier 


explains, spends his income for three 
classes of goods—necessities, conven- 
tional purchases such as neckties and 
collars, and optional purchases such 
as golf clubs and bowling balls. This 
leads to intense 
competition 
and 


plants work to reduce costs through 
technological developments if wages 
are high, -as in the present day sit- 
uation. 


Other factors of unemployment, he 


says, are seasonally,, tho so-called 
business cycle fluctuation, tho rise 
and decline of industries, the dying 
out of Individual 
plants 
through 


mnkruptcics, 
lires, consolidations 


and the declines of a line of business 
in one city or section due to compe- 
tition of some new region.

Green Bay— According- to R. K 


Froker, Wisconsin College of Agri- 
culture, the truck that is rendering 
some farmers' cooperative live stock 
shipping associations 
out of date 


can be^made to support the coopera- 
tives !f properly managed and if the 
cooperatives keep 
abreast of 
the 


times in other lines. 


In this day of rapid changes and 


yearly models old and established 
institutions are put to new 
trials. 


The cooperative, livestock shipping 
association must constantly 
meet 


new problems and new conditions, 
says Mr. Froker. 


One can properly ask the ques- 


tion, "Is the local shipping associa- 
tion out of date now that commer- 
cial trucking is becoming more and 
more common and live stock 
is 


hauled by truck from the farm to 
tho packing plant'.'" 


Live stock shipping- associations 


were organized in most cases where 
live stock was assembled in 
local 


markets and shipped by rail to dis- 
tant terminal markets. Now a large 
number of these cooperatives have 
discontinued operation within a ra- 
dius of a hundred miles from the 
packing plant. 


The association is not out of date 


in some places where it does not 
take advantage of this new type of 
transportation, and it is an old mod- 
el institution. 


Trucking is usually more costly 


thnn rail shipments but it is neces- 
sary because the truck is frequently 
more convenient for tlie farmer. 


If 
uncontrolled and not 
super- 


vised, cut throat prices and sharp 
practices 
are frequently used 
by 


competing track operators. Not in- 
'requently the driver becomes 
juyer of stock as a means of in- 
creasing his revenue. An unhealthy 
condition exists where these two 
"radices conflict. 


It is doubtful if it would pay an 


association to operate its own fleet 
of trucks, but the trucking can be 
controlled and directed by the as- 
=ociation through contracts with re- 
iable truck owners. Greater assur- 
ance of adequate business can bring 
•otter service. Tho association alto 
an direct the stock to the farmers' 
:ommission company at the terminal 
market. Then too the association is 
n shape to take care of other loc.il 
narketing problems and to ship b\ 
•ail 
during unfavorable trucking 


Another moans of strengthening 
he association is by 
the use of 


nembershlp contracts which give 
nuch greater stability to the orga- 
ilzation and because of an assured 
•olumc of business, render more and 
•ctter service to members.

Income includes gams realized by 


the sale of a single piece of property 
as well as from sales by a person en- 
gaged in buying and selling- as a 
business. Ordinarily, gam or loss re- 
sulting from the sale of property as- 
quired by purchase after February 
28, 1913—the first income tax law 
applying to individuals became ef- 
fective March 1, 1913—is the differ- 
ence between the cost and the sell- 
ing price.

Inasmuch as 
there is no state law which controls 
protection against diphtheria as theie 
is against smallpox, it is difucult to 
bring about a widespread vaccination 
for diphthctla."

toxin-antitoxin programs have been 
carried on, and many more have 
been vaccinated by the family ph>- 
sician, the report from the .state dc 
partment indicates.
